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Complications in GUI Trim Paint 
Program Evade Easy Solutions

At its meeting on Feb. 23, 
the board of directors of 
Greenbeit Homes, Inc. again 
considered the trim paint 
program. In a continuation 
of the discussion started at 
the last meeting, the board 
appears to be moving toward 
a program of covering most 
of the trim with aluminum 
and painting only doors and 
door frames. 

General Manager Ron Colton 
noted that painting doors and 
door frames is very difficult, since 
the doors have to stand open 
until both coats of paint dry. To 
make sure the unit is secure, the 
painters must stay for several 
hours until the doors can be clos¬ 
ed. 

There was some discussion of 
requiring the owner to paint the 
doors. Colton said that a large 
percentage of members do paint 
their doors. However, Director 
Margaret Hogensen pointed out 
that the Mutual Ownership Con¬ 
tracts make GHI responsible for 
maintaining the exteriors of the 
homes and that painting is clear¬ 
ly a part of that maintenance. 
This view was supported by Leta 
Mach, chair of the Audit Com¬ 
mittee. 

Assistant Manager Steve 
Wright noted that it is much 
less expensive for GHI to paint 
doors if the member is home to 
watch the unit. The board took 
no final action but asked the man¬ 
ager to bring back a proposal 
under which GHI would continue 
to paint doors and door frames 
providing the member is present 
during the work. 

Free-standing Homes 

Colton suggested that work on 
the four free-standing homes in 
GHI go beyond merely painting 
the trim He said he had met 
with the four owners and gotten 
concurrence on a plan to cover 
the wood panels above and below 
the windows with vertical vinyl 
siding and the soffits, fascia, and 
window frames with aluminum 
and vinyl trim. 

Colton said the low bid for the 
work goes beyond routine main¬ 
tenance, he proposed that $800 of 
the cost be taken from the larger 
funds maintenance budget (since 
that would have been the cost 
of trim painting which was 
scheduled to be done this year) 
and the remainder financed. He 
estimated that the cost to the 
four members will be about $28 
per month. On a motion by Hog¬ 
ensen, the board adopted this 
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proposal by unanimous vote. 

Info Available to Members 

The board voted to revise the 
provisions of the Rules and Reg¬ 
ulations which control what in¬ 
formation is available to mem¬ 
bers. The major change spells 
out that personnel files “includ¬ 
ing, but not limited to, informa¬ 
tion which disclosed any individ¬ 
ual employee’s compensation” are 
not available to members. 

This change grows out of a 
request by a member to know 7 
the amount of the manager’s 
salary. In October 1988 the Fi¬ 
nance Committee sent a report 
to the board requesting that the 
board get a legal opinion about 
what financial information is av¬ 
ailable to members under the 
Rules and Regulations and what 
is not. When the board decided 
to take no action, the Finance 
Committee sent on the request 
to the Audit Committee, which 
also declined, citing an estimat¬ 
ed $1000 cost. 

Director Nancy Hutchins said 
she wasn't sure why the board 
is making "suen a big issue” out 
of the manager’s salary and 
pointed out that most officials’ 
salaries are known. Director 
Chuck Hess, however, indicated 
that executive salaries in most 
private corporations (where stock 
is not publicly traded) are not 
made public. He then made a 
motion to adopt all the proposed 
revisions to the Rules and Reg¬ 
ulations and the motion passed 
unanimously. 

Park and Planning Changes 

The board voted to oppose a 
bill in the state legislature which 
would remove future planning 
and park directors of the Mary¬ 
land-National Capital Park and 
Planning Commission from the 
merit system and make them 
political appointees. The direc¬ 
tors would serve at the pleasure 
of the Planning Board, which is 
itself made up of political ap¬ 
pointees. 

Colton gave the board a letter 
from County Councilmember 
Richard J. Castaldi which ex¬ 
pressed his belief that “this 
change would have a devastating 
effect on planning anc^ land .use 
recommendations.” Castaldi fur¬ 
ther expressed his convictions 
that “employees (of the Commis¬ 
sion) will surely be influenced by 
the politics which which will in¬ 
filtrate the system . . . The re¬ 
sult will be a complete loss of 
confidence in the integrity of land 
use planning.” 

The board voted to send a let¬ 
ter to representatives in the 
state legislature making clear 
the board’s opposition to the bill. 
The vote was unanimous. 

By-Laws 

The board looked at a number 
of possible by-laws changes 
brought up for discussion by 
management. Among the propos¬ 
als were: deletion of a by-law 
which allows a rejected appli¬ 
cant for membership to appeal 
the decision before the member¬ 
ship at an annual meeting; a 


change in the age limitation 
from 21 to 18 for holding office 
in the cooperative; possible ex¬ 
pansion of the instruments GHI 
is allowed to invest in (currently 
limited to accounts and securities 
insured by the federal govern¬ 
ment or Maryland); reconsider¬ 
ation of a by-law which empow¬ 
ers the membership to set up 
additional comittees to carry out 
functions of the corporation. In 
regard to the last item, it was 
suggested that a more appropri¬ 
ate procedure would be instruc¬ 
tions from the membership to the 
board to set up an additional 
committee, if the membership de¬ 
cided it was needed. 

The board took no action on 
whether any of the changes 
should be put on the agenda of 
the May 17 annual membership 
meeting. The staff was directed 
to bring back suggested wording 
of these changes at the next 
meeting. 

Other Items 

President Wayne Williams an¬ 
nounced that he had appointed 
Kenneth Mileski of Crqscent Rd. 
as a member of the Architecture 
and Environment Committee. 
Appointment of James F. Maher 
of Hillside Rd. as chair of the 
committee had previously been 
announced. 

Colton reported on a fire on 
Feb. 11 in the 13 Court of Ridge. 
According to his report, a mem¬ 
ber’s car caught fire near a row 
of six rental garages. Another 
car and four of the garages were 
damaged. Colton estimated the 
damage to the garages at ap¬ 
proximately $10,000. 

The next meeting of the board 
of directors will be held on 
March 9. 

Surplus Food to Be 
Distributed in City 

On Wednesday and Thursday, 
March 8 and 9, the City will par¬ 
ticipate in the surplus food pro¬ 
gram sponsored by Prince Geor¬ 
ges County. Butter, flour, honey, 
cornmeal, canned pork, canned 
vegetarian beans, dried egg mix 
and peanut butter will be distri¬ 
buted to eligible persons on these 
two days from 10 a.m. to 7 p.m, 
in the Council Room of the Muni¬ 
cipal Building, 25 Crescent Road. 
All eligible persons may pick up 
food on either day. 

Eligibility requirements are: 
I. participation in a public as¬ 
sistance program or in Aid to 
Families with Dependent Child¬ 
ren (AFDC) Program (photo ID 
card), or 2. particination in Food 
Stamp Program (photo ID card), 
or 3. participation in Medicaid 
Program (Medical dcard), or 4, 
Maryland Energy Assistanve Pro¬ 
gram (letter), or 5. an income 
that is lower than $8,655 for one 
person, $11,595 for two people, 
$14,535 for three people or $17,- 
475 for four people.

Advisory Committee Plans 
Role in Crime Prevention

Where there is crime or even the possibility of crime 
in Greenbeit, the Crime Prevention Committee (CPC) is 
on the job brainstorming ways to prevent it. 


The committee was set up to 
recommend ways to improve the 
city’s crime prevention programs, 
according to Chairperson Deb 
Foy. The committee’s three mam 
areas of concern, determined by 
the council, include improving 
public education, encouraging cit¬ 
izen participation, and providing 
support to the police department 
and council. 

The committee was established 
Dec. 7, 1981, as a permanent ad¬ 
visory committee to the city coun¬ 
cil. One of its most successful 
programs is the Neighborhood 
Crime Watch Program, In this 
program, two citizens patrol an 
area by car, reporting suspicious 
people or activity to the police 
by citizens’ band radio. 

“A little while ago, there was 
a series of car thefts on Lake- 
crest Drive. . . . The suspects 
said they chose Lakecrest Drive 
because they knew it didn’t have 
a Neighborhood Crime Watch 
Program,” said Pfc. David Buer¬ 
ger, police department public in¬ 
formation officer and one of two 
city police liaisons between the 
committee and city council. 
“They knew they had a better 
chance of getting away with 
their crime in a non-Crime Watch 
Neighborhood.” 

Youth Programs 

Another successful activity is 
the Youth Crime Prevention Pro¬ 
gram. This features several dif¬ 
ferent programs that teach 
youths how to protect themselv¬ 
es against crime. The McGruff 
Club features Officer McGruff, 
the popular police dog seen in 
television commercials, who tea¬ 
ches kindergarten through sixth- 
grade students tips on home and 
personal safety. 

The DARE Program, Drug 
Abuse Resistance Education, is a 
nationwide project that started 
in Los Angeles in 1983. It reach¬ 
ed Greenbeit in September 1988 
as the first program of its kind 
in the metropolitan area. 

DARE graduated its first class 
of 160 Greenbeit Center School 
and Springhill Lake Elementary 
School students on Jan. 13. The 
15-week program, conducted by 
Buerger, teaches students how to 
resist peer pressure, how to say 
'no’ to drugs in ways that don’t 
hurt their self-esteem and how 
to respond to stressful situations 
without resorting to drugs. 

Buerger said that he does not 


have statistics on the program's 
"-' > ess because the program is 
new and because of budget con¬ 
straints. However, he said that 
even get one child of the 160 to 
say ‘no* to drugs,” he said, then 
T feel the program has been a 
success.” 

Program for Seniors 

Several other programs have 
also been successful. The Sen¬ 
ior Citizens' Crime Prevention 
Program presents programs on 
personal safety. Tips include 
having social security and other 
checks directly deposited in a 
bank, arranging for escort around 
town and reporting suspicious be¬ 
havior to police. The Senior Cit¬ 
izens’ Task Force, an advisory 
task force to the City Council, 
plans to work more closely with 
the Senior Citizens Crime Pre¬ 
vention Program, Foy said. 

The committee also recom¬ 
mends legislative action at city 
council's request. One recent rec¬ 
ommendation was the support of 
drug-free school zones legisla¬ 
tion which would impose stiffer 
penalties on persons convicted of 
selling drugs within a 1000-foot 
radius of a school zone. 

The Drug Awareness Program, 
run by CPC, features educational 
programs on drug abuse such as 
the drug panel discussion setup 
by Valerie Siegal this past sum¬ 
mer. 

The committee currently has 
seven members: chairperson Foy, 
vice chairperson P,J. Siegel, sec¬ 
retary Sally Robbins, Charles 
Fuchs, Hal Silvers, Dea Zugby, 
and Sandy Bowers. The commit¬ 
tee normally has nine members; 
however, two positions have not 
been filled. Police officers Buer¬ 
ger and Lt. Michael Craddock at¬ 
tend as non-voting liaisons be¬ 
tween the committee and city 
council.

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M. Comptroller Spots 
Errors in Tax Returns 

The State Comptroller’s Office 
Has analyzed some of the most 
jommon errors found in Mary- 
and income tax returns filed 
so far this year. Aside from 
math errors and unnecessary fil¬ 
ings, a surprising trend shows 
some taxpayers filing incorrectly 
as “dependent taxpayers,” 

According to the comptroller, 
he only time a taxpayer should 
-heck the box for “dependent tax¬ 
payer” on the front of their 
Maryland return is if they are 
claimed as a dependent on the 
federal return of a parent or 
-omeone else. Incorrectly filing 
as a “dependent taxpayer” means 
the taxpayer will not be allowed 
their own personal exemption and 
could end up paying unnecessary 
tax of $75. 

Students who might be filing 
for a refund of taxes withheld 
— while being claimed as a de¬ 
pendent on their parents’ federal 
return —should check the box for 
“dependent taxpayer” filing sta¬ 
tus and enter “0” for total ex¬ 
emptions in the exemptions sec¬ 
tion of the Maryland return. 

Another important error was 
improper computation of the lo¬ 
cal income tax. The local tax 
must be included on line 62b of 
either the Maryland long form or 
short form. It’s very important 
to local governments. The rates 
for Prince Georges County 
(5CK;) and a worksheet are on 
page seven of the instructions. 

All 15 Maryland income tax 
offices provide free state taxpay¬ 
er assistance Monday through 
Friday, from 8:30 a.m, until 5 
p.m. Extra hours of state tax 
heln a*'** also available on all 
state holidays and during cer¬ 
tain weekends between now and 
the April filing deadline. The 
extra hours are listed inside the 
front page of the state tax 
packet. 

The addresses and telephone 
numbers of all state income tax 
offices are listed on the back of 
the packet and in most loca ltele- 
phone directories. The statewide 
toll-free tax assistance is 1-800- 
MD TAXES.

Edward Fernand Trumbule 
died of cancer at his home in 
Hyattsvilie on Sunday, February 
26. 

Born in Pittsburg, Kansas in 
1913, Trumbule served in “Roose¬ 
velt’s Tree Army,” the Civilian 
Conservation Corps, in Minnesota 
in the early 1930’s. He came to 
Washington in 1937 to begin a 
36-year career with the Bureau 
of Engraving and Printing as a 
sheet metal worker. He was a 
member of Union Local 258 and 
served as Financial Secretary for 
many years. 

His wife and baby had stayed 
behind in Kansas in 1937 while 
Trumbule tried out his new job. 
He soon brought his family east 
and in 1938 they moved into a 
new house at 9 Ridge Rd. Dur¬ 
ing those early years Trumbule 
participated in the organized 
mens’ ball games. His “B-Block” 
1939 basketball team won the 
trophy that is now displayed in 
the Youth Center, As the family 
increased from one to four chil¬ 
dren, the Trumbules moved first 
to 35 Ridge Rd, apd then to 56 
Crescent Rd, 

The first meeting of the Green¬ 
belt Lutheran Church, later Holy 
Cross, took place in the Trum- 
bule’s living room at 35 Ridge 
Rd. on Easter Sunday, April 9, 
1944. He maintained an active 
membership in the church, most 
recently serving as Chairman of 
the Steeple Committee. 

The family left in 1954. In re¬ 
cent years he was active in com¬ 
munity beautification efforts, con¬ 
tinuing a life-long love of plants 
and flowers. In 1984 he founded 
Chapter 113 of the Maryland 
Free State CCC Alumni Associa¬ 
tion and served as its president 
until 1988, 

Trumbule is survived by his 
wife, Adele; daughter, Mary A. 
Hoffman; sons Gerald H. and 
David L. Trumbule; three sisters, 
Francoise Wilbert, Irene Nickel, 
Joan Lowe, and a brother, Ray¬ 
mond L. Trumbule; 10 grand¬ 
children, and one great-grand¬ 
child. 

The funeral service was held 
Wednesday, March 1, at Holy 
Cross Lutheran Church with bur¬ 
ial at Ft. Lincoln Cemetery in 
Brentwood. A memorial service 
was also held Wednesday evening 
at Holy Cross. Memorial contri¬ 


Robert F. Dove, a resident of 
Green Ridge House, died Sunday, 
February 26. 

Dove began work on the Green¬ 
belt project in 1936 driving a 
dump truck hauling dirt from the 
lake bottom to the dam. He ob¬ 
tained a permanent job with Am¬ 
erican Oil for a time in order to 
qualify to live here. In October 
1937 he and his wife, Linda, were 
among the first 100 families to 
move into the new homes in “D 
Block.” Dove helped form the 
Pov Scout Troon 202. the Boys 
Club and the Protestant church, 
where he was assistant Sunday 
school superintendent. He had 
returned to work in Green¬ 
belt and became one of the town’s 
first police officers, 1940-44. He 
joined the Army then and when 
he returned in 1945, service in¬ 
juries prevented his continuing 
in police work. He worked for 
the Disabled American Veterans 
for the next 20 years. The Doves 
raised their two boys at 6-M Hill¬ 
side Rd. 

Dove moved to University Hills 
in 1951 but maintained member¬ 
ship in several Greenbelt organi¬ 
zations and eventually returned 
to live here. He served three sep¬ 
arate terms as president of the 
Golden Age Club and w r as ap¬ 
pointed by city council to the 
senior citizen advisory board to 
help with the planning for Green 
Ridge House. Dove was also a 
member of the American Legion 
Post 136. 

He is survived by two sons, 
William F, and Robert P, Dove, 
four grandchildren and two 
great grandchildren. 

A Mass of Christian Burial was 
offered at St. Hugh’s Catholic 
Church on Wednesday, March 1. 
Interment was private. The 
American Legion also held a ser¬ 
vice Tuesday evening.
